I.  The  follo\via<p  Act  ol'  (Joiigress,  coiR-eriiiii;:,-  "iiiqirnssiuitits,"  aud  liie 
i  list  ructions  of  tlu;  War  Department  respectiuf^  it,  an:  published  for  the  infor- 
maf  ion  aud  tlircctiou  of  all  couceruod  : 

"Whenever  the  o?cigencies  of  any  army  in  the  tield  are  such  as  to  make 
iaipressments  of  ibnige,  articles  of  subsiwtince  or  other  property  absolutely 
necessary,  then  siicliiuii)ressinents  maybe  made  by  the  officer  or  officers  whose 
duty  it  is  to  furnish  such  forage,  articles  of  subsistence  or  other  property  for 
such  army.  In  cases  \viii?re  the  own.>r  oi'  such  property  aud  tlie  impressing 
officer  canuot  at;-ivi'  Ujiou  the  vaine  th<a\  of,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  im-

Same  to  be  ascertained  and  deter- 
mined by  tlie  judgment  of  two  loyal  and  disinterested  citizens  of  the  city, 
county  or  purisii  in  \vhieh  such  impressments  maybe  made — one  to  be  selected 
by  the  owner;  one  hy  the  impressing  officer;  and  in  the  event  of  their  disa- 
greoment,  these  two  shall  choose  an  umpin;  of  like  qualifications,  whose  decis- 
ion sh;ill  bo  final.  The  j^rsons  thus  selected,  after  taking  an  oath  to  appraise 
the  property  impressed,  fairly  and  iiiipartially  (which  oath,  as  well  as  the 
affidavit  provided  for  in  this  section,  the  impn'ssmg  officer  is  hereby  authorized 
to  administer  aud  certify,)  shall  proceed  to  assess  just  compensation  for  the 
property  so  iuipn^s.sed,  whether  the  absolute  ownership  or  the  temporary  use 
tiiereof  only  is  rei^uired. 

"Seo.  2.  That  the  officer  or  person  iraprtssing  property  as  aforesaid,  shall, 
at  the  time  of  said  taking,  pay  to  the  owner,  his  agent  or  attorney,  the  com- 
pensation fixed  liy  said  appraisers;  and  shall  also  give  to  the  owner,  or  pi-rson 
controlling  said  prouerty,  a  certificate,  over  iiis  official  signature,  specifying 
ihe  batt.diou,  reglne  ut.brigade,  division  or  coi-ps  to  which  lu^  belongs,  that 
said  property  is  e.-,-;  uti.d  for  the  us.3  of  the  army,  could  not  be  otherwise  pro- 
cured, aud  v)as  taken  tluough  absolute  necessity  ;  setting  forth  the  time  and 
place  when  aud  where  taken,  the  amount  of  compensation  fixed  b^'  said 
appraisers,  and  the  sum,  if  any,  paid  for  the  same.  Said  certificate  shall  be 
'•vidence  for  the  own*  . ,  lis  well  of  the  taking  of  said  property  for  the  public 
use,  as  the  right  of  th-'  owner  to  the  amount  of  compensation  fixed  as  afore- 
said. And  in  ca.s»  .-.aid  officer  or  person  taking  said  property  shall  have  failed 
to  pay  th(3  owner  or  hi>;  agpnt  said  compensation  as  herein  bs^fore  required, 
then  said  owner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  speedy  payment  of  the  same  by  the 
proper  disbursing  officer  ;  which,  when  so  paid,  sliful  be  in  full  satisfaction  of 
all  claiin  against  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States. 

"Six.  3.  Whenever  the  appraisement  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of

"Sev.  f).  That  it  shall  be  tli'i-  duty  of  th<;  Pifsidciit,  a»  (\'uiy  as  practica- 
ble afttT  th«'  p:wsa<,'e  of  this  act,  to  ajipoiut  a  coinniissioiii*r  iu  each  state  where 
projjfrty  shall  be  takcji  for  the.  imblie  use,  and  request  the  Governor  of  such 
of  the  states  in  which  the  Presideut  shall  appoint  said  connuissioii'n-,  to  appoint 
another  commissioner,  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  commissioner  appointed 
by  the  President,  who  shall  receive  thi>  compensation  of  (-ifrht  dollars  per 
day,  and  ten  cents  per  mile  as  mileagt;,  to  be  paid  by  the  CVmfederato  Govern- 
ment. Said  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
fix  upon  the  prices  to  be  paid  by  the  government  for  all  property  impressed  w 
taken  for  the  public  use  as  aforesaid,  so  as  to  atford  just  compensation  to  the 
owners  thereof.  Said  commissioners  shall  agree  upon  and  publish  a  schedule 
of  prices  every  two  months,  or  oftener  if  they  shall  deem  it  prop  -r  ;  and  in  the 
event  they  shall  not  be  able  to  agree  in  any  matter  confided  to  them  in  this 
act,  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  umpire  to  decide  the  matti;r  in  dis- 
))ute,  whose  decision  shall  be  the  decision  of  the  board  ;  and  said  umpire  shall 
receive  the  same  rate  of  compensation  for  the  time  he  shall  serve,  allowed  to 
said  commissioners  respectively  ;  Provided,  that  said  commi.ssioners  shall  be 
re.sidents  of  the  state  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed  ;  and  if  tht;  Governor 
of  any  state  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  a])point  said  commissioner  within  ten 
days  after  a  request  to  do  so  by  the  President,  then  the  President  shall  appoint 
both  commissioners,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  th-^  Senate. 

"Sec.  6.  That  all  property  impressed  or  taken  for  the  public  use,  as  afore- 
said,  iu  the  hands  of  any  person  other  than  the  ])cisons  who  have  raised, 
grown  or  produced  the  same,  or  persons  holding  the  same  for  their  own  use  or 
eonsumptiou,  and  who  shall  make  the  affidavit  as  h^ein  before  required,  shall 
l)e  paid  tor  according  to  the  schedule  of  prices  fixed  by  the  commis.sioni;rs  as 
aforesaid.  But  if  the  officer  impressing  or  taking  for  the  public  use  such  pro- 
|ii>rty,  and  the  owner,  shall  differ  as  to  the  quality  of  the  article  or  property  im- 
l>ressed  or  taken  as  aforesaid,  thereby  making  it  fall  within  a  higher  or  lower  price 
Liamed  iu  the  schedule,  then  the  owneror  agent  and  the  officer  impressing  or  tak- 
ing, as  aforesaid,  may  s(dect  each  a  loyal  and  disinterested  citizen,  of  the  qualifi- 
'  ations  as  aforesaid  to  deti'rmine  tlu^  quality  of  said  article  or  property,  who 
-iiall,  in  ease  of  disagreement,  appoint  an  umpire  of  like  qualifications,  and 
his  decision,  if  ajjproved  by  the  officer  impressing,  shall  be  final;  but  if  not 
tjjproved,  the  impressing  officer  shall  send  the  award  to  the  commissioners  of 
iie  state  where  the  property  is  impressed,  and  his  reasons  for  disapproving  the 
nine,  and  said  commissioners  ma}'  ln-arsftch  proofs  as  the  jjarties  may  respect- 
ively adduce,  and  th('ir  decision  shall  be  final;  Proridcd,  that  the  owner  may 
eceive  the  price  ofteied  by  th(i  impressing  officer,  without   prejudice  to  his 

■  laim  to  receive,  the  higher  compensation. 

"Sec.  7.  That  the  property  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  owner  and 
lis  family,  and  to  carry  on  his  ordinary  agricultural  and  meeliauical  business, 
M  be  ascertained  by  the  appraisers,  to  be  appointed  as  provided  in  the  first 
c.tion  of  this  act,  under  oath,  shall  not  be  taken  or  impressed  for  the  public 
ise;  and  when  the  impressing  officer  ajid  the  owner  cannot  agree  as  to  the 
quantity  of  property  neci,'ssary  as  afon.'said,  then  the  decision  of  the  said  ap- 
iiiaisers  shall  bi'  binding  on  the  officer  and  all  other  persons. 

"Sec.  8.  Where  jn-operty  has  b(M'n  impressed  for  temporary  use,  and  is  lost 
.1  destroyed,  without  the  default  of  the  owner,  the  Government  of  the  Coii- 
iderati-  States  shall  jjay  a  just  compensation  therefor;  to  be  ascertairied  by 
iiipraiseis  appointed  and  ((ualified  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act. 
.'I  .sueh  [.iop  rty,  wiien  returned  has,  in  tin-  opinion  of  the  owner,  been  injured 
hilstinthe  public  use,  tli<^  amount  of  damage  ihereby  sustained  shall  be 
I -lermined  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  tlie  officer

"Hv.i. .  :t.   Where  .slaves  are  impressed  by  I  he  Confederate  Government  to

" fe E c .  llTTnat  any  Commissioned  or  non-commissioned  officer  or  private 
who  shall  violate  the  pruvisious  ol"  thi.s  act,  sliall  be  tried  before  the  military 
court  of  the  corps  to  which  he  is  attach' d,  on  complaint  made  by  the  owner 
or  other  person ;  and  on  conviction,  if  an  officer,  he  shall  be  cashiered  and  put 
into  the  ranks  as  a  private;  and  if  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  private,  he 
.shall  suffer  such  punishment,  not  incon.sistent  with  military  law,  as  the  court 
iiiay  direct." 

II. — 1.  By  the  authority  of  the  act  of  congress  aforesaid,  the  Secretary 
of  War  hereby  recognizes  impressment  as  a  legal  and  operative  mode  of  secur- 
ing^necessary  supplies  of  subsistence,  medical  and  quartermaster's  stores  for 
the  armif-'s  of  the  Confederate  Statr-s  in  the  field,  and  to  accumulate  them  in 
magazines;  posts  and  depots,  owing  to  the  impracticability  of  procuring  them 
by  contract. 

2.  Impressments  may  be  made  under  orders  from  Generals  commanding 
armies,  departments,  corps,  divisions,  brigades,  and  by  commanders  of  detached 
parties  and  posts,  when  a  necessity  arises  :  which  orders  may  be  executed  by 
quartermasters,  commissaries  or  medical  purveyors  and  their  subordinates,  for 
their  respective  departments. 

The  Quartermaster  General,  Commissary  General  and  Surgeon  General 
may  designate  the  officers  and  persons  who  shall  be  competent  to  make  im- 
pressments to  accumulate  supplies  at  posts  and  depots. 

3.  No  officer  or  agent  shall  impress  the  necessary  supplies  which  any 
person  may  have  for  the  consumption  of  himself,  bis  family,  employees,  slaves, 
or  to  carry  on  his  ordinary  mechanical,  manufacturing  or  agricultural  employ- 
ments. 

4.  Before  any  impressment  of  property  shall  take  place,  the  impressing 
officer  or  his  agent  shall  make  an  offer,  addressed  to  the  owner,  his  bailee  or 
other  agent,  to  purchase  the  property,  describing  the  property  he  wishes  to 
purchase,  the  price  to  be  paid,  and  the"  mode  of  payment,  whether  in  money,  or 
by  certificate,  and  stating  that  upon  the  refusal  of  the  price  offered,  thatcom- 
ptmsation  for  the  property  will  be  made  according  to  the  act  of  cougresslifore- 
said,  for  the  regulation  of  impressments  ;  which  notice  shall  bind  the  said  pro- 
perty until  the  completion  of  the  negotiation  for  the  sale  or  appropriation 
thereof,  so  that  tliere  can  be  no  removal  or  transfer  of  the  same. 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  refusal  of  the  price  offered,  the  impressing  officer 
shall  proceed  to  settle  the  compensation  to  be  paid,  according  to  the  first  sec- 
lion  of  the  act  aforesaid,  if  the  property  belongs  to  a  person  who  has  grown, 
raised,  or  produced  the  same,  or  who  holds  or  has  purchased  the  same  for  his 
own  use  or  consumption ;  but  the  said  property  shall  be  paid  for  according 
to  the  5th  section  of  the  act  afon^said,  if  the  prupe-rty  is  held  for  sale  or  other 
purposes  than  those  b.^fore  mentioned. 

6.  That  the  property  shall  remain  in  the  possession  of  the  owner,  his  bailee 
or  agent,  and  at  his  risk,  during  the  pendency  of  the  proceedings  for  the  a.scer- 
tainment  of  the  compensation,  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  agreed  to,  or  unless 
some  urgent  necessity  shall  require  the  pos.sessiou  of  the  property  to  be  changed. 
In  case  of  a  change  of  possession,  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  regarded  as 
the  owner,  and  the  property  shall  be  held  for  their  account  and  risk. 

7.  The  impressing  officer  shall,  at  the  date  of  the  impressment,  pay  to  the 
owner,  his  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  the  compensation  agreed  upon,  if  it  be 
practicable;  but  if  he  cannot  do  so,  he  shall  gi^■ea  certificate,  according  to  the 
second  seel  ion  of  the  act  aforesaid ;  which  shall  be  paid  upon  presentation  to 

he  disbursing  officers,  who  shall  be  designated  for  that  purpose.  ^^, ..,

tary  *o  said  Act :

^'The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  Stales  of  America  do  enact.  That  in  all 
cases  of  appraisement  provided  for  in  said  act.  the  officer  impressing  the  pro- 
perty shall,  if  ho  believe  the  appraisement  to  be  fair  and  just,  endorse  upon 
it  his  approval ;  if  not,  he,  shall  endorse  upon  it  his  reasons  for  refusing,  and 
i'liver  the  same,  with  a  rcctupt  for  the  projierty  im])re.5sed,  to  the  owner,  his 
..rent  or  attorney,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  forward  a  copy  of  the  receipt 
.uid  appraisemimt,  and  his  endorsennrnt  thereon,  to  the  board  of  appraisers

1  Irapressment.s  made  either  to  supply  the  immediate  wauts  of  an  army 
iu  the  field,  or  to  accumulate  quartermaster's  supplies  iu  depots,  must  always 
be  made  through  officers  of  this  department,  or  their  subordinates,  and  not 
by  company  or  regimental  officers. 

2.  Authorities  granted  by  the  Quartermaster  General  will  be  in  writing; 
and  when  an  impressment  is  made  under  orders  from  a  commanding  officer  of 
a  post  or  detachment,  the  certificate  ot  tiie  impressing  officer  must  di>scribe 
him  as  such,  stating  the  name  of  the  post,  or  of  the  command  to  which  the 
detachment  belongs". 

3.  When  it  shall  be  impracticable  to  appraise  property  at  the  date  of  the 
impressment,  any  officer  of  this  department,  on  the  presentation  of  certificates 
in  Form  No.  2,  signcnl  by  a  quartermaster  or  impressing  agent,  may  act  on 
behalf  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  and  proceed  to  have  an  appraisement 
made  in  accordance;  with  section  3  of  the  above  act. 

4.  In  no  case  will  any  officer  causing  an  appraisement  to  be  made  of  im- 
pressed property,  fail  to  endorse  thereon  his  approval,  or  disapproval  with 
reason  therefor,  as  required  by  law. 

5.  The  schedule  of  prices,  established  every  two  months  or  ofti^ner,  by 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  each  State,  will  be  published  in  the  daily 
papers  for  the  information  of  parties  making  impressments  ;  and  no  officer  or 
agent  will  pay,  or  approve  for  payment,  any  local  appraisement  materially  in 
excess  thereof,  but  will  always  refer  the  same  to  tiie  board  for  its  revision  and 
a  final  valuation.
